HARRY SCHNEIDERMAN 


IN MEMORIAM 
40 years in the mainstream 


With the death of Harry Schnei- 
derman in New York 2 month 
ago at the age of 90, the American 
Jewish community lost one of its 
most devoted and productive mem- 
bers workers, who served the Jewish 
cause in the United States and on 
the international scene for over sixty 


years. 


Secretary of the American Jewish 
Committee and editor of “The Amer- 
ican Jewish Year Book" for 40 years, 
he was in the mainstream of Jewish 
affairs. These were decades of the 
Holocaust, the immigration of mil- 
lions of Jewish refugees to North 
America, and the rebirth of the State 
of Israel. They were also the de- 
cades of the fight for Jewish rights, 
and efforts to consolidate Jewry and 
Judaism, 


My asscciation with Harry began 
in 1952 when we founded the ‘Who's 
Who in World Jewry," a world-wide 
biographical dictionary of living 
Jewish men and women, 8. project 
for which he worked tirelessly. 


He wag brought to the U.S. by 
his parents from his native Poland 
in 1890. When his father died threo 
years later, his mother went to work 
85 a seamstress and young Harry 
and a brother were put in the in- 
stitution of the Hebrew Orphanage 
Society. ‘They taught me steno- 
graphy and typing and public speak- 


the privilege of life, and his natural 
desire was to serve his fellow men. 

After a quarter century of colla- 
boration with Harry, I look back 
with love and gratitude to this 


gentle, modest, inspiring and learned 
mran. He was ically frall, almost 
blind towards the end, but in spirit a 
tower of strength. He was the epi- 
time of a Jewish generation of 
honest, idealistic and dedicated men 
of thought and deed. He will be re- 
membered by those who knew hkn

New finds make 
London 1,300 
years older 


LONDON (UPI). —~ Archaeologists 
have found evidence that London 
was already a settlement in the 
Bronze Age, some 3,300 years ago, 
pushing back the origins of the 
city by many centuries. 

. Digging now under way on a 
site bombed and cleared during 
World War I has also produced 
flint takes made by Stone Age men 
perhaps 12,000 years ago. 

The site is near St. Paul's Ca. 
thedral, on what would have been 
a strategic hill in ancient times. The 
invading Romans in 55 B.C.E. estab- 
lished a settlement there, displacing 
a small possibly nomadic tribe. 

The présent discoveries, by a 
team from the City of London Mu- 
seum, are the first to confirm per- 
manent settlement before the Roman 
occupation.

IATA pleads for sanity in the airline industry 


Knut Hemmarskjoeld, genera] 
director of LATA, appealed for unity, 
saying “changes by carriers alone 
cannot solve the fundamental 
problems.

THE SUPREME COURT allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the Tel 
Aviv District Court delivered on 
November 13, 1974 (in C.C. 3269 τῶι. 

In 1954, the appellant bought an 
apartment, half of which was owned 
by the respondents’ mother. As the 
mother wes mentally ill at the time, 
the respondents undertook, in 2 
written memorandum, to arrange 
for registration of their mother's 
share in the apartment to be 
transferred to the appeljant either 

ἃ courtappoinied guardian. in 
thelr mother's life-time. or by them, 
themselves, after their mother's 
death, when they would have in- 
herited her estate. The consideration 
for this transfer was fixed at IL1,000. 

No steps were taken by either par- 
ty to have the mother’s nalf-share in 
the apartment registered in the 
appellant's name until after the 
mother had died in 1970. Then the 
appellant asked the respondents to 
transfer what had become their 
share in the apartment to him. and 
they expressed their willingness to 
do so on condition that he paid them 
the market value of half the apart- 
ment in 1870 and not only the 
1L1,000 agreed upon in 1954. 

The dispute reached the Tel Aviv 
District Court which disqualified the 
original “memorandum™ on the 
grounds that it was either repugnant 
to the provisions of section 8(8) of 
the Succession Law, 1965, or to pub- 
lic policy. 

Section (a) provides that: “An 
agreement regarding the succession 
of a person and a waiver of succes- 
sion made during the lifetime of that 
person is void." 

In the appeal to the Supreme 
Court, Mr. G. German appeared for 
the appellant and Mr. A. Oren for the 
respondents. 

JUDGMENT 

-Justice Cohn, who delivered the in- 
itial opinion of the Supreme Court, 
first considered the question of 
whether the memorandum signed by 
the two parties was contrary to the 
provisions of section 8(a). In finding 
the answer to this question to be in 
the negative, he noted that ail that 
the respondents had undertaken to 
do in the memorandum was {o seil 
the appellant property belonging toa 
third party, either through a guardian 
over that third party, or in some 
other way during her lifetime, or 
through their own initiative if, and 
when, they received ownership of 
that property. Nor was it. relevant, 
he held, that the only way in which 
the respondents could acquire 
ownership of the property was by 
way of inheritance, as this was a 
perfectly legitimate and lawful way 
in which to acquire property. 

This undertaking by the 
respondents, continued Justice 
Cohn, did not come within the mean- 
ing of section 8{a) which, because it 
imposes restrictions on the right to 
contract, must be construed as 
narrowly and strictly as possible. A 
construction of this nature, he noted, 
demands that a distinction be made

between inheritance and estate and 
that the provisions of section 81a} be 
deemed to be applicable to rights to 
inheritance only, and not to transac- 
tions with respect to any individual 
piece of property in the future estate 
of the legator. 

The reason for this, continued 
Justice Cohn, is that once an estate 
has passed to the legal heirs of 
beneficiaries under a will, then the 
purpose of the Succession Law has 
been achieved and it no longer has 
any interest in what the heirs do with 
their share of the estate. On the other 
hand, as long as the legator is still 
alive, the Succession Law wil! not 
tolerate any arrangement which 
diposes of his property to other than 
his legal heirs or the beneficiaries 
under his will. In the case under con- 
sideration, therefore, he held, as the 
memorandum signed by the 
appellant and the respondents had 
not purported to deprive the 
respondents of their inheritance but, 
on the contrary, had tied the fulfil- 
ment of their side of the agreement 
to the realisation of their expec- 
tations, it was not repugnant to sec- 
tion 8 {a} and was consequently not 
invalid on that score. 

Turning next to the question of 
whether the memorandum was 
repugnant to public policy, Justice 
Cohn noted that the District Court 
had rightly held that ‘public policy” 
must be sought in the healthy basic 
opinions of the public as a whole. 
Where he was at odds with the Dis- 
trict Court was, however on its denial 
of any role to Jewish law in the 
formation of these opinions and on 
its conclusion that the provisions of 
section &(2) of the Succession Law best 
reflect the ethical concepts or 
opinions prevailing amongst the 
Israeli public. For, he explained, the 
motives of the legislator in enacting 
section 8(a) were as set out above 
and had no relation to ethical con- 
cepts; and, secondly, the legislative 
hall-stamp is no proof — or even 
prima facie evidence — of the fact 
that a provision of law reflects 
prevailing public opinion on any sub- 
ject. On the contrary, unpopular 
provisions of law are often made in 
order to satsify the needs of the time 
and accepted by the people only 
because of their dire necesaity, while 
there are others made expressly {n 
order to combat wide-spread, pop- 
ular practises which the legislature 
wishes to eradicate. 

Justice Cohn then went on to dis- 
cuss the question of whether the 
memorandum in the present case 
was in fact contrary to public policy 
for reasons other than those set out 
by the District Court. The tradition 
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in Israel, he held, which is mainly 
responsible for creating healthy 
besie concepts among the majority 
of our public, is the tradition of the 
halecha, and the laiacha does not 
disqualify an agreement made by 
the free will of both parties as being 
contrary to public policy, only be- 
cause the formal provisions of the law 
allow for its non-implementation. On 
the contrary. the halacha frowns 
upon the breaking of a promise made 
in connection with matters of money 
even if the formal provisions of law 
exempt the promiasor from honour- 
ing his undertaking. 

Tn so far as an undertaking to sell 
or transfer is concerned, continued 
Justice Cohn, there is nothing con- 
trary to public policy therein, elther 
in accordance with the Aalacha or 
with the secular law. On the con- 
trary, it is in the interests of the 


«public good to broaden the freedom 


to contract rather than to restrict it, 
and to encourage the honouring of 
promises and undertakings rather 
than to provide loopholes for evading 
them, and the courts would be very 
chary of disqualifying a contract on 
the grounds of repugnance to public 
good unless there were very good 
grounds for doing so on the basis of 
justice, equity or social morality. In 
the case under consideration, 
however. he held, justice, equity and 
social morality all ery out against 
the flagrant breach of the 
respondents’ undertaking and not 
against the implementation thereof. 
In conclusion, Justice Cohn con- 
sidered the question of whether the 
order of specific performance of the 
respondents’ undertaking to the 
appellant should be tled to the 
appellant's payment of IL10,000 as 
Justice Kister and Berinson thought, 
or to the original sum of 111,000. The 
problem, he said, of whether the 
courts may, on their own initiative, 
take into account the devaluation of 
the currency has occupied the minds 
of the Supreme Court in the past, and 
it would appear that the prevalent 
view ia that the courts may not be in- 
fluenced by this fact save when asked 
to order specific performance of a 
contract (since an order:of this 
nature may be tied, at the discretion 
of the court, to any conditions which 
it deems just in the circumstances). 
He, too, therefore, would have 
followed this principle in the present 
case if he thought it just and proper 
to do so in the circumstances. As 
however, he did not think sa, he was 
of the opinion that the sum of IL1,000 
as fixed in the original memoran- 
dum more than twenty years ago 
should be the sum now payable by. 
the appellant. (70 be continued). 


A chance of a new beginning 


THE CHAMBER ENSEMBLE'S 
first concert of the current season 
aroused considerable interest (Tel 
Aviv Museum, Sept. 27). At the end 
of the fast season the Ensembie's 
very existence seemed to hang in the 
balance, which meant that this con- 
cert was a chance of a new begin- 
ning. Thus, though an all Bach 
programme in itself never fails to at- 
tract a capacity audience, many 
seemed to have come out of sym- 
pathy and curiosity. 

Of course, one concert is not 
enough to arrive at a conclusion: it is 
the whole season that counts. But if 
one can take it as an indication, then 
it seems the Ensemble can look to 
the future with confidence and hope. 
The concert’s most striking 
feature was discipline. Moreover, all 
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the musicians were eager to do their 
utmost, to demonstrate their ability 
and prove that the Ensemble has not

conducted an enthusiastic group, 
who possessed a fine esprit de corp, 
and there was style throughout the 
performances. The strings sounded 
homogeneous and the many players 
entrusted with demanding obligato 
parts completely fulfilled expec- 
tations. 

Mr, Rodan opened with Suite No. 1, 
performed with impressive ex- 
actness of intonation and clarity of 
texture.

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Improved health insurance 


A STEP forward in narrowing the social gap was taken 
yesterday when Israel's five health insurance funds lifted 
almost all restrictions on their medical coverage. Against 
Government compensation of about IL20 million a year, the 
funds will now cover ailments that were previously excluded. 
Full insurance is given members’ aged parents, a large group 
_ only partially covered so far. Administrative procedures are. 
to be simplified for persons on welfare, sparing them some 
of the stigma of poverty. Limitations imposed on account of 
previous iliness are a thing of the past as are waiting periods 
before insurance comes into force and coverage that excluded 
hospitalization. 

While ministerial pronouncements on progress often involve 
ἃ good deal of hyperbole, Health Minister. Victor Shemtov . 
may be taken literally when he terms the measure “the 
year’s most important in the field of social service.” 

It is futile to ask why the step was not taken years ago, 
when it was found possible to do so even in today’s climate, 
of ‘budget cuts and retrenchment. The first compulsory health 
insurance scheme was introduced as far back as 1883 in 
Bismarck’s Germany and was gradually followed by other 
European countries. ὦ 

To those who ask why the measure is not held up until 
it can be incorporated in the long-awaited National Health 
Insurance Law, the answer is. that the urgent nature of the 
problem allows for-no delay. The present move is also seen 
as,a step towards creating the infrastructure called for by 
the Jaw, due to be enacted within the next 18 months. 

To some extent yesterday's move had heen anticipated by 
relaxations in fund rules over the past few year's, apparently 
following the tabling of the National Health Insurance Law 
in 1970. 

In some cases, the development is merely a matter of 
channelling Government payments through the sick benefit 
funds instead of the Welfare Ministry. This will ease the plight, 
among others, of elderly persons with chronic.diseases, who 
formerly were forced to go to welfare because they could not 
get insurance. 

Yesterday's move augurs well for improvement in other fields 
of social care. Perhaps it will lead to better care of the aged 
in general. Perhaps it will lead to universal, portable pensions, 
so essential for labour mobility. Perhaps it will ultimately 
affect not only the nation’s physical health, but its social and 
economic well being too. ᾿

ISRAEL PR ESS 
Syria’s ‘tactics’ 


MA’ARIV (Independent) wonders 
whether one should believe Khad- 
dam's declaration that Syria is not 
ready to negotiate for an interim 
settlement and that the Israel- 
Egyptian settlement has “closed all 
the doors’* for further progress 
towards peace — or should we 
believe Cairo's claim that these are 
merely ‘‘tactica’’? ‘Until the inten- 
tions hidden behind Syria's public 
stand become clear, it will be dif- 
ficult for Dr. Kissinger to maintain 
the momentum so typical of U.S. 
policy,” the paper says. 

DAVAR (Histadrut) describes the 
address of Syria's Foreign Minister 
to the UN Assembly Tuesday as 
“more proof that the erican efforts 
to persuade Damascus to follow in 
Cairo’s footsteps are as yet far from 
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successful."' It indicates moreover, 
that ‘‘the Ba'ath regime in 
Damascus continues to persue the 
extremist line and that the Soviet 
Union continues to wield cen- 
siderable influence in Syria.

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, 
Professor Aharon Barak, is at 
present looking into the legality 
of what the press has dubbed a 
“black list’ — in possession of 
the country's marriage officers. 
In a preliminary statement, the 
Attorney General has already 
stressed that a golden mean 
must be found between public in- 
terest and the basic human 
rights of the individual. 

It may well be asked what 
public interest is served by 
providing marriage officers with 

‘ lists of persons whose eligibility 
for marriage has aroused some 
doubts. The following example 
may provide an answer to this 
question by illustrating the use 
to which such lists can be put. 

A recent cause celebre centred 


. round the fact that the rab- 


binical authorities had inserted 
ἃ clause in a divorce certificate 
prohibiting the divorcee in- 
volved from marrying either her 
ex-husband ‘or her. lover. The 
High Court of Justice dis- 
qualified this clause on the 
grounds that it constituted an un- 
warranted invasion of her rights 
of privacy. Nevertheless the law 
of personal status governing 
divorce does in fact prohibit her 
from marrying either her ex- 
husband or her lover. The ques-

tion of whether that law — which 
happens to be Jewish Law — isa 
good one or a bad one is quite 
irrelevant to the issue. (Inciden- 
tally, it would be well to 
remember that even secular 
laws more often than not create 
individual hardships, since laws 
are obviously enacted to meet a 
general situation and cannot be 
bent to individual needs.) 


HOW THEN should a marriage 
officer, who does not happen to 
be a careful reader of the more 
sensational press, be expected to 
know that that particular 
divorcee could not marry those 
two specific men, unless he is 
furnished by some authorized 
source with the necessary details 
concerning this ineligibility. Itis 
true that the law requires the 
publication of banns in advance 
of an intended marriage, which 
is done to give anyone who 
knows of ἃ reason why 8 
marriage should not be 
celebrated the opportunity to 
speak up. But it is surely safer, 
and more aesthetic, to provide 
marriage officers throughout 
the country with information 
concerning a particular person's 
ineligibility for Jewish marriage 
rather than rely on the off- 
chance that someone witli a per-

THERE ARE OTHER CASES in 
which the rabbinical courts have 
pronounced some marriage dis- 
ability, for example “mamzerul’ 
or faulty conversion. Whatever 
the merits of the law behind 
these pronouncements (a matter 
upon which only the Knesset can 
decide) the disabilities must ob- 
vidusly be brought to the atten- 
tion of the competent marriage 
authorities. Even the secular. 
courts, in holding, for instance, 
that someone is, or is not, a Jew, 
or that someone is, or is not, 
divorced, can influence future 
prospects of marriage. The 
marriage officers must obviously 
be kept informed of such 
decisions, too. Nor is it material 
to the issue that the marriage of- 
ficers are adjuncts of the 
religious authorities because 
only religious marriages may be 
performed in Israel. For even 
if civil marriage were permittéd 
in Israel, there would still be 
cases (although possibly much 
fewer) of marriage disabilities,

Swing of the tactical pendulum 


Defensive warfare has regained the advantage

ALMOST TWO YEARS after the 
Yom Kippur War, the suspicion 
of defence specialists is 

that it prefigured a major 
change in conventional land war- 
fare. The change that is 
suspected, and rightly or wrong- 
ly welcomed by strategists in the 
West at least, is that, after four 
decades of total dominance by 
the offensive mode, the defen- 
sive again bas the edge in con- 
ventional warfare. 

The Sinai campaign of 1967 
may have been as much the 
climax of a tactical era as 
Passchendaele in 1917 was of its 
predecessor. For the tank and 
the ground-attack aircraft, 
which put an end to the 
superiority of defensive 
firepower and were the basis of 
the blitzkrieg campaigns typical 
of the past 40 years, are now in 
their turn the victims of defen- 
sive fir 

‘The face of modern land war- 
fare was created in the late 19th 
century by the combination of 
mass armies and a quantum 
jump in firepower. This led to 
continuous fronts as a normal 
situation, and the predominant 
tactical problem ever since has 
been achieving a breakthrough. 

‘The wars of the early 20th cen- 
tury, and especially the First 
World War, were the first to dis- 
play this characteristic, and the 
peculiar horror of the 1914-18 
trenches was due to the 
bewildering unfamiliarity of the 
problem. The generals tried to 
overcome the torrent of steel 
that the new firepower put in the 
hands of the defenders with a 
mass of human bodies. A 
generation died in mud and 
futility before the problem was 
solved. 


A WELL-PREPARED attack 
will almost always break into an 
enemy's defences; even in the 
First World War most offensives 
began with successful ad- 
vances. The vital missing ele- 
ment was speed. War was then 
slow-moving, and attrition the 
main hope for success. 

The solution to the problem 
was the tank and the ground- 
attack aircraft. The tank com- 
bined protected firepower with 
the vital speed to get through 
defences quickly, before the 
defender’s reserves could react. 
It disrupted the enemy's rear 
communications and overran 
local headquarters, so that his 
a ribgeiabe arrived late or not at 
Ground-attack aircraft not 
only aided the tanks by 
providing even more mobile 
firepower in devastating quan- 
tities. They could even begin dis- 
rupting an enemy's com- 
munications before the at- 
tacking armour started to move. 
Successful breakthrough 
became not only possible, but 
relatively cheap. 

The new weapons were used 
with great effect in 1918.

Between the wars tactical doc- 
trines capitalising on the 
decisive power of tanks and air- 
eraft were worked out, and the 
result was blitzkrieg. Since 1939 
this has been the standard 
pattern in major land wars. 
Fronts are still continuous, but 
they shift rapidly, and swift, 
deep armoured penetrations 
have been the rule. 

Knowing the crucial role of 
these weapons in the prevailing

THE ISRAELIS are past 
masters of blitzkrieg: their 1956 
and 1967 campaigns were 
models of the art. But in 1973 
they suffered an incredibly rapid 
attrition of their tank and air- 
craft strength. 

Most significantly, the great 
bulk of heavy Israeli losses in 


weapons was caused not by their 
Egyptian and Syrian counter- 
parts, but by anti-tank and anti- 
aircraft missiles. These 
weapons systems have been 
around for some time, but today 
they are not only better 
technically, but mobile, easy to 
conceal, and rugged enough to 
be relatively soldier-proof. 

Thus it seems likely that the 
Gefensive has regained the ad- 
vantage in conventional war- 
fare. This does not mean the end 
of the tank, or a return to the 
trench warfare of 1916, nor does 
it significantly affect the rules of 
strategic nuclear deterrence. 
But land warfare is likely to 
assume an unfamiliar old 
pattern in the next decade, much 
less fluid and fast-moving than 
we have grown used to. 


BREAKTHROUGHS and 
decisive victories will remain 
Possible, for those who can com- 
bine material superiority with 
clever tactics and luck. But the 
cost, in terms of very high attri- 
tion rates for extremely expen- 
Sive weapons, will be of a new 
order, and it will take more 
time.
